serve notice. Such a minister is the new French Minister of 
Finance, M. Cochery, who proposes to help out his budget by 
placing on all French wines and brandies which are the product 
of particular districts government labels guaranteeing their genu- 
ineness. His plan has been accepted joyfully by the wine grow- 
ers of Champagne and Bordeaux and the brandy distillers of the 
Charente. The details of the plan have not yet been determined, 
but it seems probable that "a stamp somewhat like the British 
patent medicine stamp will be affixed to each bottle as evidence 
of its genuineness. It is proposed to use a two-cent on clarets 
and a four-cent stamp on champagnes. The producers will gladly 
pay this or even more for the privilege of having on each bottle 
which is sent out a government guarantee of the genuineness of 
its claims as to origin. The basic idea in this, as in the pure fogd 
law of the United States, is to let the consumer know what he is 
buying. This he is entitled to know, and in the matter of the 
proposed French wine stamps the consumer would no doubt be 
quite as willing as the producer to pay the modest fee demanded 


by the government in order to know just what he is drinking.

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THE SALE OF HABIT FORMING DRUGS. 

}- ROM nearly every quarter of the United States come reports 

of the prosecution of illegal sellers of cocaine and other 
habit forming drugs. There is no question but that the public is 
thoroughly aroused to the grave danger connected with the indis- 
criminate sale of cocaine in particular and of habit forming drugs 
in general. In Charleston, S. C., the police have brought charges 
against three druggists and are prosecuting the charges vigor- 
ously. The Ohio Board of Pharmacy has recently successfully 
prosecuted two druggists in Cleveland, recovering fines of $200 
for the first and $500 for the second offense in each case and 
securing an injunction restraining one of the druggists from hav- 
ing in his possession, selling, or giving away any cocaine for the 
space of two years. The Ohio Board promises to eradicate this 
evil from the State regardless of the persons affected or the ef- 
fort and expense involved. In Boston several persons have been 
convicted of the illegal sale of cocaine and in every case the 
offeriders have been severely dealt with, the public giving its un- 
qualified endorsement to the judiciary in its attitude of severity

THE POSITION OF THE N. A. R. D. 


HE eleventh annual convention of the N. A. R. D. has con 

cluded its work. ‘The association continues upon practically the 
same basis as has engaged its activities during the past two years. 
The reports of the executive officers indicate a year not only of 
industry and zeal in behalf of the trade, but a year of success, 
the financial status of the association being particularly gratify 
ing to the membership. The work for the past year has been 
practically entirely devoted to the furtherance of the National 
Formulary and United States Pharmacopeeia propaganda, and 
the fact that the financial returns are so flattering would seem to 
indicate that this work on the part of the national organization 
has met with a wide measure of favor and support by the drug 
gists of the entire country. Gratifying as is this condition, how 
ever, a thoughtful consideration of this field of pharmaceutical 
work would indicate that its benefits with the drug trade must 
be of rather limited extent as well as a matter of more or less 
time and sustained effort to make it profitable to those taking i: 
up. In this view of the benefits derived from the propaganda 
work it becomes apparent that the N. A. R. D. must have other 
live issues, which will enable it to bring benefits to all classes of 
druggists in order to command general allegiance and active 


support.

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ESPERANTO FOR PHARMACISTS. 


FE ' SEWHIERE we publish by request what seems to us an 
important appeal to pharmacists While it reached this 
office too late for publication in advance of the meeting to which 
it refers, it is not too late to call attention to the cause it advo 
cates viz.: the utility to pharmacists of the auxiliary interna 
tional language, Esperanto. To all men, we imagine, the ad 
vantage of a general adoption of one auxiliary language which 
shall of itself suffice for intercommunication with all persons, of 
whatever nationality, not acquainted with the mother tongue of the 
writer, must be manifest. Such a language, it is asserted, exists in 
Fsperanto. It has its million or more of adherents, increasing in 
numbers everywhere by leaps and bounds, and extending literally 
“from China to Peru.” It has held four international congresses, 
respectively at Boulogne (1905), Geneva (1906), Cambridge 
(1907) and Dresden (1908), while the fifth is in session at Bat 
celona this month. The Pan-American Scientific Congress, held 
last January at Santiago de Chile, passed a series of resolutions 
urging on the various American governments, under the leader 
ship of the United States, the convocation of a special congress 
to consider its general adoption as a subject of instruction in the 


public schools, 


A MONG the governments that have recognized it to a greater 

or less degree are those of Russia, Great Britain, Austria, 
the Department of the Seine (France), several Indian principali- 
ties, Cochin China, Peru, New Zealand, Brazil (which prints its 
statistical reports in Esperanto), the United States, Saxony, Ja 
pan and Belgium. Such important bodies as the London Cham 
ber of Commerce and the National Teachers’ Union of England 
have lent it their sanction; it is taught in many of the public 
schools of London, Manchester, Liverpool, and other large cities 
of Great Britain, of Saxony, Belgium, Fiji, the Netherlands and 
Roumania; while the city of Barcelona, in Spain, has this year 
appropriated $10,000 for its teaching there. Its introduction into 
the public schools of the Japanese Empire, the Philippine Islands 
and the state of Texas is under consideration, Among the higher 
institutions of learning where it is accepted as a subject may be 
named the Universities of Chicago and Wisconsin, the local ex- 
aminations of the University of Oxford, the famous Latin Schoo) 
of Roxbury, the Boston Institute of Technology, and the French 
Military School of St. Cyr. There are upwards of seventy TEspe 
ranto periodicals published in various countries, including a high- 
class literary review and an equally high-class scientific one 
Original novels have been written in it, and much of the world’s 
great literature has been translated into it. Moreover, commer 


cial houses in Europe are advertising extensively in it. 


gee NTIFIC committees are now engaged in preparing tech- 

nical vocabularies for the different branches of science and 
art. Among the scientific men of eminence among the Esperan- 
tists are Prof. W. Forster, formerly director of the Berlin Ob- 
servatory; Prof. W. Ostwald, of the University of Berlin; Prof. 
Ad. Schmidt, head of the Royal Magnetic Observatory, Potsdam; 
F. Villareal, dean of the science faculty, University of Lima, 
Peru; Hl. Pellat, president of the French Society of Physics; 


Prof. J. J. Thomson, Cavendish Professor of Physics, University 


of Cambridge, and many others 


A the international Esperanto congress, at Dresden, in 
1908, there was founded an All-World Association of 
Iesperantist Physicians, which now numbers nearly a thousand 
members. It has as its official organ the Vocho de Kuracistof 
(“Voice of the Physicians’), a medical journal published at 
Luow, Austria-Galicia. To the labors of this association is due 
the fact that papers have been presented in’ Esperanto at the 
International Medical Congress, held this month at Buda Pest, 


and that that language has been accepted by it for discussions. 


HIE principal advantages claimed for Esperanto are: 1, Its 
internationality, no less than 83 percent. of the root words 
being self-explanatory to a fairly well-educated English speaking 
person, 88 percent. to a Frenchman, &5 percent. to an Italian, 82 
percent. to a Spaniard, 76 percent. to a German, and to other 
occidental countries in a proportion varying from 42 percent. up. 
2, Its simplicity. The whole grammar is comprised in sixteen 
easy rules, which can be acquired in a few hours. 3, Its regue 
larity, for the grammatical rules have no exceptions. 4, A re- 
markable system of word building, whereby the right word can 
be constructed from simple clements by means of prefixes and 
suflixes, just as we construct in English, for example, the word 
“im-possible,” from the negative im- and the adjective possible, 
or the word “fore-see,” from the adverb fore and the verb see. 
Esperanto differs from English in these respects, however, that, 
1, The same particle always represents precisely the same ideas 
there can be no such anomaly as in-valuable, which means, not 
“devoid of value,” but, on the contrary, “possessing enormous 
value.” 2, The same idea is always expressed by the same par- 
ticle; not as in English, in which, to imply negation, we have 
im-possible, in-constant, un-likely, ir-regular, ¢g-noble, non-ex- 
plosive, dis-sociate, ete. By this word building system, too, the 
necessary vocabulary is reduced at least one-third, probably much 


more, 


| l is claimed, then, for Esperanto, that its general adoption 

would fulfil a universal want-——a means of universal inter- 
communication; that its fundamentals are so logical and regular 
that violent change or differences sufficient to occasion unintelli- 
gibility are improbable, not to say impossible; that it is so simple 
that any person of average intelligence and education can attain 
fair proficiency and fluency in it with a few weeks of study, using 
only leisure ‘moments; that it alre idy has a vast following and 
its adoption is increasing day by day; that after the most severe 
testing it has proved itself practically efficient; and that the in- 
creasing intercommunication of the nations renders it at least as 
necessary as an international musical notatiof&, weights and meas- 
ures, telegraphic codes, and maritime signals, all of which are 


more or less established facts. 


LL these advantages the Esperantist pharmacist will share 

with other Esperantists. But pharmacy, like medicine, has 
a particular need of the removal of all barriers to free interna- 
tional communication, not only on behalf of the interests of the 
pharmacists as a class, but on account of the gravity of the hu- 
man interests involved, Pharmacy, like medicine, knows no na- 
tionality in its aims. It is essentially cosmopolitan. It seems to 
us, therefore, particularly fitting that this new aid to interna- 
tional unity should receive at the hands of pharmacists that in- 
vestigation to which its wide and rapidly increasing prevalence

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SUGGESTIONS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE 
NATIONAL FORMULARY.! 
By Orro E. Brupver, 

When one considers the great power that the National 
Formulary has been to foster active propaganda work between 
the physician and the pharmacist, it is small wonder that fault 
is found with various formulas in this work, 

When fifteen or twenty thousand retail druggists, operating 
widely apart, in cold and warm climates, are engaged in mak: 
ing the same preparation, it is to be expected that any possible 
faults in that preparation will be discovered. 

Nothing human is perfect, and our efforts should be in the 
direction of making things as near perfect as possible. The 
present third edition of the National Formulary is a great im- 
provement over the second and first editions, and while the 
fourth edition will not be perfect, the following few sugges 
tiong may be of assistance: 

General Suggestions. 

In the first place the great majority of such preparations as 
are directed to contain fluidextracts should be made from the 
drug itself by percolation. Pharmacists generally have these 
drugs, but the fluidextracts are seldom, if ever, used or called 
for, except in these preparations, and the benefits derived, if 
any, do not warrant either the making or the purchasing of 
these fluidextracts. Besides, if these preparations were made 
from the drugs they would be more representative pharmaceu- 
tically, and generally also more effective therapeutically. 

A few of the preparations to be gainers by this process are 
the compound elixir of buchu, the compound elixir of celery, 
the compound cathartic elixir, the compound elixir of corydalis, 
the vinous tincture of rhubarb, and others. 

This would be in harmony with real scientific laboratory 
work, in which the pharmacists of to-day are becoming actively 
interested, and it also is the process employed in making such 
very reliable preparations as blackberry cordial, compound tine- 
ture of viburnum, bitter tincture, aromatic tincture, compound 
wine of orange, ete, 

Some mention having been made that only the metric sys- 
tem be used, I would suggest that no such radical action be 
taken, 

The present arrangement suits the great majority of the 
pharmacists of this country, and it was a wise precaution that 
the third edition gave both the metric and the apothecaries’ 
systems. 

It is the retail pharmacists who use the book the most and 
they have used the apothecaries’ system for years (in some 
cases for over forty years), therefore, we should hesitate to 
make this change. 

It would result in the loss of much popularity which the 
hook now enjoys, and this we cannot afford to do, even at the 
expense of offending some well-meaning and scientific workers 
We are yet confronting the fact that the present generation 
uses the apothecaries’ system and are not ready for the com 
plete overthrow of it. 

We should remember that it is not what we would like to 
have, but what we must have now, and the pharmacist of to 
day must have both systems, especially the apothecaries’ 

The formulas) should) run alphabetically from = cover to 
cover, thereby doing away with an appendix or parts tT and. 2. 
The book should be made as handy and convenient as pos 
sible, and if the retail pharmacist is considered as he should 
he, this is the only course advisable. 

Preservation Information Important. 

Again, too little attention is paid in this authoritative work 
to the preservation of preparations, and while most pharma- 
cists should know how to store a preparation to keep it up to 
standard composition it should be the privilege of the book 
to contain this information. 

‘Read before the Section on Practical Pharmacy and Riepeneing of 


the American Pharmaceutical Association at the meeting held in Los 
Angeles, Cal, August 16-21, 1900. 
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Most preparations containing quinine and iron salts have 
their efficiency impaired by the action of light, and these should 
he directed to be stored in amber-colored bottles, Some prep- 
arations, of which the pancreatic solution is a type, should be 
directed to be made fresh, as their activity is seriously im- 
paired by age. 

Syrups should be directed to be stored in a cool place and 
in small bottles, thereby preventing deterioration, and the bot- 
tles should be stopped with rubber corks, as this is conducive 
to cleanliness and the ever-present danger of the ordinary 
cork becoming cemented in the neck of the bottle is removed, 


Desirable Additions. 

Several desirable additions could be made to the book with 
proper tests for purity; for instance, Jamaica rum; this liquor 
is directed to be used in the phosphatic emulsion and some rec- 
ognition should be taken of it, similar to that of whiskey, 
brandy and the natural wines of the Pharmacoperia, 

Angelica wine, which is directed to be used in the prep- 
aration of essence of pepsin, should be treated in’ the same 
manner. Also molasses is directed in the mixture of sassafras 
and opium, and for want of a standard article many different- 
looking mixtures result when made at various times, which is 
not consistent with good pharmacy. 

Again, caramel is directed to be used in the preparation of 
the compound tincture of cudbear, and it is of sufficient im- 
portance to be recognized, that a uniform article may be pur- 
chasable. 

Three other preparations in great demand are the spiritus 
ammonii anisati, compound elixir of saw) palmetto and the 
fluidextract of cactus grandiflorus, and these should find a 
place in the book. 

In view of the fact that physicians are often called upon to 
prescribe preparations for the alleviation of the pain and rough- 
ness of the skin, commonly called “chapped skin,” it seems that 
some toilet preparation could be included in the book of suffi 
cient merit to appeal to the physician, as a compound mixture 
of quince seed. 

This can also be said of a reliable preparation for the cure 
of dandruff and falling of the hair, at least as reliable as it can 
possibly be made, for instance, a compound tincture of jabor- 
andi, Physicians would be pleased with two such formulas and 
would feel grateful for their insertion in our official authority. 

Another very important addition to the National Formulary, 
which, however, is more likely to be made to the Pharmacopeeia, 
is the addition of a chapter on the Detection of Adulterations in 
Powdered Drugs by Means of the Microscope; and a chapter on 
the important subjects of Bacteriology and Sterilization. 


Removals. 

Several specific instances might be mentioned where formulas 
could be removed from the book with profit; for instance, the 
stronger compound infusion of gentian; this is no more an in- 
fusion than is the compound tincture of gentian of the Phar- 
macopecia, and of which it is practically a duplicate. 

The compound digestive elixir contains two ingredients, pep- 
sin and pancreatin, therapeutically incompatible, and either the 
formula should be discontinued or the pancreatin should be left 
out. 

The number of elixirs, some eighty-cight, also seems abnor- 
mally large and many of the simple ones could readily be dis 
pensed with, as they offer no particular advantage to the 
physician, 

Changes tn Formulas. 


Changes that suggest themselves for the improvement of 
some formulas are the following: 

Milk of magnesia; the amount of sodium hydroxide can be 
increased by half and the two primary solutions reduced to one- 
cighth of what the formula calls for; this would give a heavier 
precipitate and one that occupies less space, and the finished 
preparation can more easily be poured from one bottle to an- 
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Other, something hardly possible with the official preparation 
This suggestion was made by a member of the Chicago Branch, 
A. Ph. A., Mr. Boehm, and it is a valuable one for action upon 

Solution of peptonate of iron and manganese could be greatly 
improved and made fairly perfect by following the modification 
suggested by Professor Harrison and Thomas 1D. Mel then

lixir of terpin hydrate could be improved by leaving out the 
syrup which answers no useful purpose and is generally the 
cause of the precipitate noticed in this preparation The syrup 
could well be replaced by an equal amount of glycerin, Tf no 
change 18 made in the formula it should at least be directed to 
be kept in a warm place. The official elixir with codeine could 
profitably be colored with caramel and the one contaiming hero 
with cudbear or cochineal, 

The alkaline antiseptic could be greatly improved in appear 
ance and made more umform by different operations in this re 
spect, if the tincture of cudbear were replaced by an equivalent 
amount of powdered cudbear. This should be done for the rea 
son that the tincture being a 33% percent. alcoholic preparation, 
loses some of its coloring properties when mixed with the much 
weaker alcoholic preparation into which it enters and which con 
tains only 6 percent. alcohol, and besides it is difficult to extract 
cudbear successfully to a 121% percent, tincture 

In the phosphatic emulsion a change could be made in the 
working directions which would tend to make a more stable 
emulsion and be more in harmony with good pharmacy In- 
stead of adding the phosphoric acid and the strongly alcoholic 
rum to a concentrated emulsion of codliver oil, the greater part 
of the orange-flower water should be added first and then the 
other ingredients,

THE NATIONAL PORMULARY ELIXIRS.! 


By WitiiamM MIrreLnacn, 
Hoonville, Mo 
The interest manifested throughout the country relative to 
the elixirs is a good sign. It indicates that these nice galenicals 
are coming ito use more and more; and the constant efforts 


made toward the improvement of these formulas augurs well 
for our profession That there is a strong and growing sent 
ment in favor of eliminating from the National Formulary such 
elixirs as are really not elixirs in the true sense of the word, 
portends a better condition There are several muxtures of 
fluidextracts and aromatic elixir, that should not be recognized 
as elixirs. They should be dropped. The physician wishing 
such a mixture can just as well write for each ingredient, vary 
ing the strength as he desires. All those elixirs that can be 
prepared quickly should be ordered made when called for. A 
classification of the basic or more complicated elixirs is desir 
able. There are about twelve or fifteen National Formulary 
elixirs whose formula is such that more time is needed for their 
preparation than one usually has upon receipt of an order for 
some. These should be prepared beforehand, and might be 
designated as stock elixirs, From these the pharmacist can 
quickly make such other combinations as may be called for. 
Give the pharmacist every opportunity for exercising his knowl- 
edge and what he has spent years in learning. Let us have all 
the extemporaneous pharmacy possible. This thing of pouring 
every prescription out of a stock bottle does pharmacy more 
harm than good. ‘The shrewd and ever-watchful manufactur- 
ing houses quickly take advantage of the demand for ready 
made prescriptions, and some have our shelves filled, It is a 
very common thing to find the various brands of the most sim 
ple elixirs on the drugpist’s shelves. It is so much easier to 
buy them than to make them; especially since the doctor falls 
easily into the habit of ordering special brands 

Let us quit advertising such simple elixirs as those of pot 
brom, ammon, brom., buchu, coca, evuonymus, grindelia, fran 
vula and some others now official ino our formulary Let us 
inform our physicians that these various drugs are compatible 
with the aromatic elixir or the elix, taraxac. comp., making 
pleasant and palatable mixtures. ‘This is all the information he 
wants Ihe strength of the mixture can well be left) to him 
He wall thus write a real preseription that will give the phar 
macist an opportunity for getting the dust off of his mortars, 
funnels, spatulas, seales, et It also cuts out the laity from 
buying these things direet, avoiding the doctor's charges In 
stead of advertising to the physician the compound prepara 


tions, rather let us induce him to write out in detail his pre 


<TIptions It will certainly protect himself, and wall) bring 
extra money into the eotlers of the pharmacist, lor just a 
sure as the nice compound preparations of the National Formu 


lary and the Pharmacoperia become popular and in general use, 
the manufacturer will step in and make them for us. They at 
only waiting until we have thoroughly advertised them. — Let 
us get back to true pharmacy, even to the ghot-gun prescrip

ABSTRACTS FROM THE SQUIBB LABORATORY NOTE- 
BOOKS.,!

The revival of interest in official preparations on the part of 
doctors and druggists has naturally caused considerable activity 
among manufacturing pharmacists, most of whom felt not only 
the desirability but the practical necessity of presenting to the 
trade strictly official preparations which would be in every way 
acceptable. ‘This has resulted in the publication of many eriti 
cisms of the official preparations and many suggestions as to how 
they might be improved, All of these criticisms and suggestions 
that are made in the proper spirit must be welcomed by those 
who have the interest of the Pharmacopoeia and National For 
mulary at heart 

These abstracts from our laboratory note Looks are for the 
most part slight, but we think important modifications of the 
original formulas as found in the Eighth Edition of the U.S 
Pharmacoparia, and the Third Edition of the National Formulary. 
Most of them were worked out during the past two years by 
different members of our laboratory force A few of them 
have already appeared in print in the pages of the bulletin. of 
our association, but we have thought it best to melude them in 
this brief abstract 

Belore reading them | will pause for a moment to say that 
the various formulas were carefully tried in their original form 
and only when found unsatisfactory was an attempt at modifiea 
tion resorted to. And in this connection | would also remind 
you that these are but a few of the many formulas embodied 
in the pages of the works mentioned, and that both works as a 
whole will stand as a eredit to all those engaged in their produc

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Acid Oleic. 


The congealing point of the U. S. P., 1900, has too wide a 
range. The oleate of mercury made with an oleic acid con- 
gealing at about 4° C. (39.2° F.), and another made from an 
acid congealing at about 9° C. (48.2° F.), would vary much in 
consistency. It is possible for a pharmacist to make an acid 
prepared according to the statements of the U. S. P., namely, by 
cooling commercial oleic acid to 5° C. (41° F.), then separating 
the liquid portion which will conform to the U. S. P., 1890, 
standard of abont 4° C. (39.2° F.). 


Acid Sulphurtc Aromatic. 


We still continue to adhere to our modification of the U. S. P., 
1860, formula for this preparation in preference to the present 
official preparation. I will not take up time in comparing the 
two formulas but get at once to the modification. This consists 
in simply mixing the sulphuric acid with a portion of the alcohol 
and percolating the spices with the cooled mixture holding back 
just enough of the alcohol to displace the remaining acid mix 
ture from the spices. The process is a simple and easy one, and 
the product pharmaceutically unobjectionable and we believe 
therapeutically superior. 

Cataplasm Kaolin. 

By the U. S. P. formula as it stands we are not able to make 
a satisfactory preparation. The preparation made by it is not 
smooth enough and will separate. The followmp formula gives 
an easy way of introducing the boric acid, and when mixing 
has been thorough, a very smooth product results:

The formula of the 1890 U. S. P., which uses oil turpentine 
instead of the liquid petrolatum of the 1900 U. S. P. formula, 
gives a much more potent preparation. 

Collodion. 

The formula we suggest gives a collodion which is more 
contractile than the U. S. P., due to a decrease in pyroxylin. 
We reduce the pyroxylin 50 percent. The formula is:

The U. S. P. Effervescent Salts. 

While the general principle underlying these preparations, 
that of furnishing the moisture of the formula from the materials 
in it, is a good one, we found that in every case it was neces 
sary to make some change to give a formula that not only works 
well but a product that keeps well. Moreover the clause in 
the working directions, “by the aid of careful manipulation with 
a wooden spatula,” should be entirely omitted. The mixture 
should be allowed to acquire a soft, doughy consistency without 
any manipulation and then rubbed through a sieve. The formulas 
which follow have all been tried and proved. 

Effervescent Citrated Caffeine. 

The formula of the U. S. P. furnishes too little moisture and 
works badly particularly on a small quantity. To obviate this 
defect we decreased the amount of tartaric acid and increased 
the amount of citric acid which contains crystal water and also 
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substituted crystallized sodium carbonate for part of the bicar 
bonate, Our formula follows:

We use 10 percent. acetic acid instead of 6 percent. acetic 
acid for the extraction of the drug, for the reason that less 
menstruum is required and the resultant product, while identical 
therapeutically, makes a smoother and nicer extract. 

Fluidextracts. 

The question of alcoholic strength in the menstruums of our 
various medicaments is an old one. Those of us who can go 
back forty or fifty years know what an important part it has 
played in the perfection of medicinal preparations, A men 
struum must be chosen which will dissolve all the active prin 
ciples of the drug in the quantity of liquid that can be used, 
but where there is a choice between menstruums of different 
strengths, the weaker one should be chosen. 

Flutdextract of Aconite Root. 

We think the committee of revision took a step in the right 
direction when it reduced the alcoholic strength of the men- 
struum for this preparation from 91 percent. alcohol to 70 percent. 
alcohol, and we think it would have been still better had they 
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gone further and made it 41 percent, alcohol. This latter degree 
ot strength exhausts the drug completely and gives a fluidextract 
that not only fully represents the drug, but has this advantage 
as well, it mixes with water and other simple diluents much 
better than the more strongly alcoholic one, a very desirable 
thing with so potent a remedy. 

Fluidextract of Cimicifuga. 

We find a menstruum of 60 percent. alcohol exhausts the 
drug completely when the repercolation process is used, and 
have therefore not changed to the 92.3 percent. alcohol adopted 
by the last edition of the U. S. P. 

Flutdextract of Dandelion. 

We are not able to adopt the U. S. P., 1900, formula for this 
preparation because experiments showed that soon after the ad 
dition of the caustic soda the solution became cloudy and soon 
began to deposit. After a comparatively short time a voluminous 
deposit had formed which settled very slowly. We were there 
fore obliged to continue with the formula of the U. S. P., 1890, 
using the cold repercolation process. We think it decidedly bet 
ter to leave the addition of the solution of sodium hydroxide, 
when needed, to the pharmacist. 

Fluidextract of Licorice Roote 

The process given in the U. S. P., 1890, is a good one. It 
is in accord with the general method for making U. S. P. fluid 
extracts and gives a good product. The process of the U. S. P., 
1g00, 18 cumbersome and somewhat troublesome, and after all 
does not yield a product which has any advantage over the 1890 
preparation, 

Glycerite of Boroglycerin. 

The U. S. P. gives a preparation that is apt to discolor dur- 
ing the process of making. By increasing the boric acid we 
get a whiter preparation:

When the 1890 U. S. P. was official it was impossible to make 
a green salt with the formula given. We preferred to follow 
the formula and get the salt that the formula gave rather than 
the green salt described. 

When the eighth revision came out, no formula was given, 
been a green salt was described, so we had no choice but to make 
the green salt and a formula which will yield such a salt is 
here given:

Directions.—Dilute the iron tersulphate solution with 300 Ce. 
of water. Dissolve the caustic soda in 300 Ce, of water in a 
container which holds about 2,000 Ce. Pour the diluted ter- 
sulphate of iron solution into the diluted caustic soda solution 
rapidly and with constant stirring, then fill the container with 
water while stirring. When settled decant and wash three times. 
Drain the magma of most of its water. Dissolve the citric acid 
and the sodium phosphate together in just sufficient cold water, 
feed into this gradually the iron magma, let stand for about 
twenty-four hours and warm it to about 60° C. (140° F.), and 
When the solution is complete, filter, Concentrate the filtrate 
Over a water bath at a temperature not exceeding 60° C. 
(140° F.) to a syrupy consistency and spread on plates so that 
when dried the salt may be obtained in scales without heat. 

Benzoated Lard. 

We obtain better results by dissolving the benzoin in just 
sufficient aleohol and pouring this solution into the melted lard, 
then completing the preparation as directed by the U. S. P. 

Olatments of the U. S. P. 

Anhydrous wool fat is of great service in the preparation of 

ointments made with chemicals which dry hard and gritty. It 


AND 
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affords an opportunity to use freshly-precipitated magmas drained 
as thoroughly as possible. For example—in the case of the 
U.S. P. formula for ammoniated mercury ointment it would be 
possible to leave 12 grammes of water in the magma by using 
28 grammes anhydrous wool fat instead of 40 grammes hydrous 
wool fat and still finish up with a strictly U. S. P. ointment 
absolutely free from grit. This also applies te ointments such 
as ointment of iodide of potash where water is necessary to 
dissolve a chemical in the formula 





Oleoresins. 

We continue to use ether in the preparation of the oleoresins. 
as experiments have proven that it gives a much smoother and 
nicer oleoresin. In our hands the product yielded from male 
fern by U. S. P. acetone contained so much undesirable extrac 
tive that we found it necessary to purify it by dissolving in 
ether, ‘There is no more trouble in handling ether than there is 
in handling the official acetone, and now that the cost of ether 
has fallen to about one-third what it was at the time of its 
abandonment in favor of acetone, it may be worth while to 
consider whether the U. S. P. should not go back again to the 
use of ether, 

Soft Soap. 

During the progress of the cighth revision of the U.S. P. 
we advocated the use of cottonseed oil instead of linseed. We 
have nad no reason to change our views and still think it would 
be more desirable in every way, especially as to the keeping 
qualities. Working with cottonseed oil we find it is not neces 
sary to use alcohol to hasten the saponification if in its place a 
little soap is used previously dissolved in twice its weight of 
water. This will aid saponification even more than the alcohol. 
About 50 grammes of soap is sufficient for goo grammes of oil. 

Solution [ron Chloride. 

We find the U. S. P., 1900, test for oxychloride of iron not 
safe to follow. When the loss of acid which occurs in the 
manufacture of this preparation is made up so that the solution 
stands this test it will not make a tincture without precipitating 
a basic chloride of iron. We, therefore, continue to make up 
this loss of acid to the point when the solution stands the 
| S. P., 1800, test for oxychloride. 

Simple Syrup. 

The best Sugar to use for this purpose is what is known in 
the market as “Crystal A” Confectioner’s Sugar. This fact has 
been mentioned by many different paople but still does not seem 
to be taken advantage of by the pharmacists generally, The 
importance of it is shown up very clearly in) such syrups as 
syrup iodide of iron and syrup of hydriodic acid which keep a 
much better color when this sugar is used. We believe some 
statement explaining the difference between the erdinary granu 
lated sugar and the above-mentioned variety would be of ad 
vantage to the pharmacist 

Syrup of Ferrous Iodide, U. S. P. 

The diluted hypophosphorous acid used in this formula to 
preserve the green color has been found unsatisfactory in our 
experience. The use of one-quarter of 1 percent. of citric acid 
instead of the diluted hypophosphorus acid has proved very sat- 
istactory. The sugar used in this as in all syrups should be 
what is known as Confectioner’s “Crystal A Sugar.” 

Tincture of Ferric Chloride. 

Ihe 1860 formula by which the solution of iron chloride is 
made with an excess of nitric acid, gives a product containing 
more volatile ethers, consequently more aromatic and agreeable 
to the patient. By the following slight modification of the U.S. P. 
formula it is possible to practically duplicate the 1860 product:

If the preserving 
fluid is of a lower specific gravity than that of the fruit juice, the 
fruit will swell, therefore, it is well to make the preserving solu- 
tion slightly lower in specific gravity than the juice of the fruit 
to be preserved. If the difference is too great, however, the fruit 
may burst. 
For practical purposes the addition of 114 ounce of sugar to 
a gallon of water represents a one percent. solution, there being 
128 fluid ounces to the gallon. Bearing this in mind it will be 
casy to approximate the specific gravity of the juices. Dr. Payne 
determined the specific gravity of certain samples of each of the 
following fruits, but it must be borne in mind that there is fre 
quently a wide variation, and therefore this table can be taken only 
as an approximate guide.

D., Professor 
of Chemistry in College of the City of New York. Boston, Mass. : 
D. ©. Heath & Co., Publishers, 1909. CPrice, $1.50.) 


Proiessor Baskerville, the author of this work, is no stranger 
to pharmacists.

Another finds that while he gets a good trade from factory 
employees, the folks who live in good houses on the hill have 
an exasperating way of going elsewhere, though the other man’s 
stock is no better and his location no more convenient. There 
is no trouble in finding the target for his advertising, and he 
must study those people's preferences, get acquainted with as 
many of them as he can, learn their favorite kinds of goods and 
prove to them that he is their sort of druggist. 

Nor is the style of residence necessarily an indication of the 


money spent. I once knew a druggist to say that he greatly 
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preferred to do business with people who live in flats, as they 
“better their

were spenders” than those who own homes; 
curiously enough this was confirmed by the 
laundryman a few days later, who referred contemptuously to the 
residents of a certain handsome city street in this way: “Huh, 
those people are no good for my business. They are all paying 
for their homes and the men wear soft shirts to save laundry 
bills. They send three or four collars a week to the laundry, but 
have their shirts put in the family wash.” Remarks of this sort, 
based on some man’s experience, make real information for 
the man who is closely studying his surroundings from _ the 
standpoint of trade possibilities. 

Pages more might easily be written on this, but after all it 
is something that each must work out for himself. As an aid, 
however, toward our analysis we might classify people as fol- 
lows: 

Prosperous or poor. 

Liberal or economical 

Country or town people. 

Cash or credit buyers. 

Householders or tenants. 


In determining the area from which trade is to be sought 
aggressively follow the advice inscribed on the gates of Busy- 
rane, “Be bold, Be bold, be bold, and everywhere be bold. Be not 
too bold”—and make the area large enough, surely large enough 
—but not too large. The reason is plain. 
Most druggists operate on a very limited ad- 
vertising expenditure through force of neces- 
sity and it must not be spread out too thin. 
It is better to reach three men four times 
with a good piece of advertising than twelve 
men one time. Yet I find that many are not 
sanguine enough on this point. They acqui- 
esce too readily in a competitor’s apparent 
control of a desirable class of trade, and 
make no effort to secure it for themselves, 
when very often the reason he holds that 
trade is because no one has tried to get it 
away from him; while a few just as fool- 
ishly try to accomplish impossible things. 

Beyond all question, the people, while a 
fairly constant and practically unchangeable 
factor in the situation, are also the most 
complex, and too much study cannot be given 
to them in formulating your advertising plans. 


What to Advertise. 


With a stock of several thousand differ- 
ent articles in the average drug store, the 
druggist is often at a loss to know what he 
should advertise. I am perfectly convinced 
of the correctness of this statement after looking over several 
hundred drug store advertisements and finding articles advertised 
that are neither profitable nor in demand, nor yet likely to serve 
in any but the remotest way as trade-builders. 

The trouble here is as I have already said that many stores 
have no fixed policy—no definite end in view. They drift along 
selling what is called for, taking what trade happens to come 
their way, advertising what they happen to think of fifteen min- 
utes before the printer wants copy and let it go at that. The 
fact that some of them prosper under such a lack of policy 
means nothing except that they could prosper much more if they 
knew just what they wanted to do and then strained every nerve 
and muscle to reach that goal. 

In deciding what to advertise, therefore, one must answer 
some such questions as these—and the answer must be right, in 
view of existing conditions: 

Shall I advertise quality or prices? 

Shall it be something profitable in 
merely to attract custom? 

Shall it be an exclusive line that I control or a line open to general 
competition in which I can offer as good or better values than my com- 
petitor 


Shall I try to build up my whole trade or concentrate my efforts 
toward the development of a certain line or department? 


itself, or a short profit leader

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Is my location such that I can call attention to its convenience or am 
I at such disadvantage in this respect that I must offer other inducements 
to overcome it? 

Is my store service at such a high point of excellence that I can 
invite comparison with other stores, or must I improve it greatly before 
this can be done? 


Now the answers to some of these questions will depend 
largely upon the class of people to whom you must make your 
appeal, and I can lay down no general rules covering the matter 
that are not well known to the average man of business. 

For the most part I think definite results are likely to be 
gained by building up a reputation for quality, rather than 
cheapness; and by advertising profitable goods rather than 
“leaders,” since the latter develops a class of bargain hunters 
and rather tends to estrange the better class of trade. 

There is also a strong tendency toward “exclusive agency” 
propositions, and my own feeling, if I were a retailer, would be 
in favor of developing the best of these and to a considerable 
extent escaping from ordinary competition; though there are 
conditions under which such a course would not be advisable 
In developing an exclusive agency line one usually has the 
benefit of help from the manufacturer that counts for a great 
deal. 

Again, I would probably try to develop certain lines of trade 
in preference to making a general appeal for all kinds of trade, 
the point being that in specializing my advertising would be 

more incisive, more likely to appeal with 
compelling force; it. would give me an op- 
portunity to put selling talk into it, to be 
definite, to give clear cut logical reasons. 
After one department was built up I would 
make a specialty of another, and so on until 
in time my store would be known as head- 
quarters for everything in its line. When I 
speak of specializing along a certain line, I 
mean doing it and not just claiming to do it. 


The Mediums. 


Having decided what shall be advertised 
and to whom, the next thing is to determine 
how the advertising is to be done—what 
mediums are to be employed. We may 
roughly divide these into twce general classes 
as follows: 


Direct. 
Booklets. 
Leaflets. 
Letters. 
Mailing cards. 
Package slips. 

wn paper. 
Almanacs. 
Calendars. 
Novelties. 


General. 
Newspapers. 
Programmes. 
Signs. 
Windows. 
Street cars. 

3illboards. 


The reason for this classification is evi- 
dent, since the circulation of the one class is not under control, 
while the other is. 

No city druggist doing a neighborhood business would think 
of using the daily papers which circulate all over town, 90 to 98 
percent. of which circulation is wasted so far as he is concerned, 
Hardly any downtown druggist, who gets his trade from all 
over the city, would think of doing without daily newspaper ad- 
vertising. 

It is hardly safe to lay down any hard-and-fast rule, but or- 
dinarily one could not afford to use a newspaper where the 
waste circulation (among people whose trade cannot be ex- 
pected) amounts to as much as 50 percent. Theatre programs 
are doubtful mediums at best; an exceptional location con- 
venient to theatre crowds, however, may make them very valu- 
able to the druggist so situated. 

The windows are among the best and hardest working of 
salesmen; and like all good salesmen they need good treatment 
to make them produce their full capacity. 

Street car and billboard advertising are too expensive in the 
larger towns for any but the largest stores. In smaller towns 
the patronage of the cars is too limited to make them worth 
while, as a rule; but billposting is not expensive in smaller 
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‘places, except for the cost of the paper, which is practically pro- 
hibitive, unless one is willing to use small space and the very 
plainest and most commonplace designs. 

Under general advertising, however, we are limited in most 
cases to newspapers and the window display, and even the 
former may not be advisable. But the windows should be 
worked to the limit. 


Aim Straight at the Customer. 

Direct advertising is the kind for most drug stores. 

You can send it where you like. 

You can tell your story in convincing detail. 

You can adapt it to any desired classification of your mail- 
ing list. 

You monopolize your readers’ attention, instead of sharing 
it with other advertisers. 

You have more latitude for the play of originality. 

I shall not discuss the different mediums of direct advertis- 
ing separately. This is something that, like almost everything else 
in advertising, calls for some of that expensive instruction given 
by the oldest of teachers—experience. 

I do believe, however, that personal letters are too much 
neglected. There is a directness and strength of appeal in a well 
written letter that is not quite equalled by any printed form of 
advertising; provided it is kept down ta reasonable brevity. I 
never, in any circumstances, allow an advertising letter to run 
over one page. 

My purpose now, however, is not so much to discuss the rela- 
tive value of advertising mediums, as to show the importance of 
following a carefully studied plan, and-to outline the methods 
by which a plan is built up. 


When to Advertise. 


Many articles sold in drug stores are salable only at certain 
seasons. Any druggist knows what they are and when they 
sell. To be sure the drug store advertisement of holiday goods 
that is allowed to run until July, only to be succeeded by a 
summer advertisement that stands unchanged until the middle 
of December, is by no means uncommon, but this is not adver- 
tising—it is simply burning money in one of the least enjoyable 
ways. 

In making up a list of articles to be advertised during the 
vear, one will naturally include several seasonable products or 
lines. On the written schedule for the year’s advertising the 
time to devote to these articles is first indicated and the re- 
niaining time apportioned among the remaining items which are 
practically as salable at one time as another. 

The ease of determining when to advertise any article should 
not, however, be allowed to deprive this phase of full and care- 
ful consideration. There are other things besides seasons that 
have an important bearing: effect on other non-advertised de- 
partments of the store; conditions of local money supply; local 
events of importance; possibly a competitor’s established policy, 
and so on. 

The advantages of knowing when a certain thing is to be 
advertised I have already mentioned. But I wish to emphasize 
again the point that advance knowledge always admits of ade- 
quate preparation. If you know in January, for instance, that 
you are going to feature your flavoring extract of vanilla 
strongly during May, you will almost unconsciously be on the 
alert for all kinds cf information about vanilla and will accum- 
ulate a great deal that would otherwise have escaped your notice. 
You will hear about people who wish they could get better 
vanilla than their grocer has been supplying; you will learn of 
chances to sell your product in quantities to some baker or con- 
fectioner in the next town, and so on. 

While on the other hand, if you have made no preparation 
in advance you will be wondering what it was you saw in a 
drug journal the other day about vanilla that would be a help 
right now; and no one can find that copy of the journal. It is 
astonishing how little one can write on a subject of this sort 
without having studied it. 
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There is nothing like knowing just what you are going to do 
when the time comes. 


The Cost. 


This I fancy will often be perplexing; unless one knows 
pretty closely how much money he makes out of his store every 
year he will not know how much he can afford to invest in 
advertising. On a $12,000 yearly business I should think $600 a 
conservative appropriation. To many it will appear the wildest 
extravagance. To a few it looks like pinching parsimony. 
Whichever may be nearer the truth, there is no doubt that $600 
spent judiciously in a period of twelve months will buy a great 
deal of very valuable publicity. 

On this question of basing one’s advertising appropriation 
on the amount of yearly sales, there is some difference of 
opinion among advertising men. Naturally it does not apply to 
a newly established business, which has no such data for guid- 
ance. One very successful automobile advertiser says: “Never 
base your appropriation on the amount of business you are do- 
ing—base it on the amount you can reasonably expect to 
do.” This is a very comfortable theory where capital is not 
lacking and where the advertiser has good, strong, heart action. 
It i8 no doubt the quickest way. But it is hardly practicable for 
the average retail drug business. A good plan is to lay out a 
campaign as it should be, regardless of cost; then cut it down 
to the amount you can afford to invest. 

And there is also the element of time to be considered. Ad- 
vertising that is really good grows in effectiveness. Six hun- 
dred dollars spent in a year will accomplish a great deal more 
toward building up a business than the same amount spent in a 
week; on the same principle that while twenty-one meals a week 
are a good thing it is not advisable to take them all in one day 
and fast the next six. 

It is quite possible to know in advance what your adver- 
tising matter is going to cost you, when you know what it is 
going to be. The rates for newspaper space can be had for 
the asking; and of course this applies to the other general 
mediums. 

On your direct advertising the best way is to submit dum- 
mies to one or more good job printers with an estimate of the 
quantities needed, and your costs will soon be definitely known. 
Keep your quantities very close to the actual amount needed; 
there is no profit in a stock of dead surplus booklets. Package 
slips, for, example, can be very closely estimated by keeping 
account of the wrapped packages sent out during an average 
week’s business when your campaign is being outlined. 

In the case of booklets, leaflets, mailing cards and letters, this 
simply depends upon yédur classified mailing list, which is an in- 
dispensable part of any retail advertising plan. An extra allow- 
ance of the first two named may be necessary for counter dis- 
tribution. 

Your printer will probably be glad to help you about mak- 
ing up dummies for booklets. And if he is a good printer his 
help will be worth while. 

In estimating cost of advertising, do not forget to include all 
items of expense fromthe beginning, clear up to the time it reaches 
the reader. This means cost of drawings and cuts, where neces- 
sary, the cost of writing if this has to be paid for, and the cost 
of distribution where sent out by special messenger or mailed. 
I insist on this because it is important to know exactly what 
advertising costs you—you must know, if you expect to advertise 
intelligently. And it follows naturally that as a matter of con- 
venience you will not charge your advertising against Expense, 
but will have an Advertising account in your ledger.

With this knowledge of the advertising matter that is to be 
used, the next thing to be done is to begin preparation of copy 
Time will be greatly ecconomized by preparing say a_ three 
months’ supply of newspaper advertisements (thirteen) at one 
sitting, Without waiting for inspiration, collect the data, con 
sisting of all available information, get away some where free 
from interruption of any kind and plunge into it. A task of this 
kind requires intense mental concentration, but once concentra 
tion is secured it is not much harder to write ten advertisements 
than two. Of course the same is true of the booklets and other 
matter to be written, and all should be prepared six weeks ot 
two months before they are actually needed 

Besides the saving of time, this gives ample opportunity for 
revision and improvement from time to time as new ideas occur 
to youe-and they will occur, Looking over your copy a weck 
or two later you will see how it can be strengthened and im 
proved in various ways, so that when you hand it to the printer 
it will not be the weak, il considered sort that usually is seen, 
but will have the strength, completeness and individuality neces 
sary to effectiveness. 

In order to have a perfect birdseye view of the advertising 
campaign at any timg it is necessary to go to a little trouble in 
keeping records This outhne of a campaign is a good begin 
ning, but it is only a beginning 

A convenient way 18 to take a loose-leat memorandum book 
as large as can be conveniently carried in the pocket and set off 
the first fifty-two'pages for a calendar of the advertising, de 
voting one page to each week, corresponding with publication 
dates of newspaper or if more than one paper is used and pub 
lication dates differ, simply use the calendar week, In this enter 
all the advertising that is to be done during that week, includ 
ing of course the windows 

Leave room for notes in connection with each, 

Now, reversing the book, begin again at the front and devote 
a page to each piece of printed matter, each newspaper adver 
tisement, each window display, ete, and outline the matter for 
each, You will have frequent occasion to make notes, adding 
something to this or that page, strengthening your copy or im- 
proving a window display. You can also note on such pages 
remarks of customers heard about the article advertised. Some 
of the greatest department stores are said to give particular at- 
tention to gathering data first-hand from things said by cus 
tomers and reported by salespeople to the advertising manager. 

When you come to write your copy for the next three months 
you will find this book a veritable mine of ideas and information 

if you have used it to jot down your ideas, references to jour 
nals or books where you have come across something appropriate, 
and the suggestions of your clerks 

Finally, every advertiser should know just what he has done. 
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ordinary serap book should be provided in which each news- 
paper advertisement is pasted, also every other piece of printed 
matter issued by the store, and kodak photos of window dis 
pliys used each week, with a deseription of the window, time if 
“ used, and noticeable results of any kind This is history, 
and the value of such a record will be appreciated the following 
\ Direct results from any pieee of advertisnig should be re 
corded, for that matter, as a giurde for future work 

With these two books, a sense of advertising, and the moral 
stamima to keep up the work, even though it may at times be a 
trifle irksome, no druggist with an average amount of judg 
ment will have any difheulty in introducing system into his ad 
verlising, and | feel safe in saying that anyone who will try it 
for a year will never be tempted to drop back into the old, care 
less and ineflicient way that is so much in evidence at present

In view of the widespread publicity brought to my pharmacy 
through a reeent rat window display which IT exhibited, | am 
quite willing to comply with the request of the Tditor of the 
AMERICAN Druccist and tell the plan unvarnished tale of a rat 

In making a window display of the azoa poison it occurred 
to me that T might with advantage supplement the cut-outs fur 
nished by the manufacturers with a cage of live rats, and | there 
fore put ina large box covered with coarse wire netting contain- 
ing a dozen rats, putting above the box a sign reading: 


CONDEMNED TO DIE BY AZOA 


Leading a life of ease, comfort and safety, these rodents grew 
leek and fat on the canary seed and other good things on which 
1 fed them. The passersby became interested and got to asking 
when the condemned were to die. Among the cut-outs furnished 
were many representing dead and dying rat: 

One day a club woman of the vicinity took exceptions to the 
display on the ground that the general effect on the minds of 
children would be objectionable, She did not mention her objec 
tions at the store, but did so at a meeting of a women's club in 
foston, One of her hearers, misunderstanding the statement 
made by her, rushed to the headquarters of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals and entered a complaint on 
the ground that my windows were filled with dead and dying 
rats, which were being tortured to death for advertising pur 
poses Iwo very gentlemanly agents of the society came out to 
investigate and were amused to find that the rats were much bet 
ter fed and cared for than any other rodents in the vicinity of 
Soston They made no objection whatever to the exhibit, but 

considered that the rats were to be congratulated 

Our loeal paper thought the joke too good to keep and pub 
lished the story, | pasted the published account on the window 
and filled the back of the window with flowers, palms and potted 
plants, attaching to them signs reading “From our kindhearted 
friends.” It is needless to say that everybody in Malden heard 
about the rat exhibit, and [T am astonished to learn how widely 
the storviias traveled, for | have heard of it from the most remote 
parts ¢. the United States. 

When the novelty of the display had worn off IT passed the 
cage of rats along to a friend of mine in another city, and have 
no doubt that these same sleek rodents are still traveling in the 
interest of the manufacturers of the poison, T only hope they do 
as well for this firm as they did for me

In detail, tlie report told how the committee was more con

The report told how the committee had 
produced strong evidence before the Congressional Committee 
showing that the only interests to be benefited by the passing of 
the bill were the mai! order houses.

Mention likewise was made of the failure of the Congressional 
Committee to report a bill for the manufacture of antitoxin by 
the government. The report then told of the committee’s work in 
inducing the Internal Revenue Department to make its rulings 
on alcoholic medicinal preparations and their enforcements cause 
as little hardship and annoyance as possible to the overwhelming 
proportion of druggists who always have shown honest intent 
with regard to handling alcoholic proprietaries. stated 
that none of the several anti-narcotic and poison bills pending 
at the opening of the second session of the Sixtieth Congress 


It also 


had been passed, but it added that the Committee on Legisla 
tion recommends that another anti-narcotic, habit forming drug 
and poison bill be drawn up on such terms that it will prohibit 
the sale of these drugs except through proper and_ legitimate 
channels under proper supervision. In this bill, the committee 
recommends further that all sales of opium and cocaine be reg- 
istered by the manufacturer, wholesaler and retailer, as it is be 
lieved by this method that a great deal of illegitimate traffic in 
these drugs will be prevented. 

Minor changes made in the national food and drugs act also 
were set forth in the report and the following recommendations 
were suggested : 

1. That the Committee on National Legislation be appointed 
as soon as possible after each year’s convention. 

2. That the association continue its work and endorse any 
reasonable measures that wi!l raise the status and increase the 
pay of pharmacists employed in the government service. 

3. That all parcels post bills continue to receive the vigorous 
opposition of the retail drug trade and the members of congress 
be pledged previous to their election to defeat this proposed 
measure. 

4. That the patent laws be amended in accordance with the 
well established views of the association as outlined in its con 
ventions for several vears. 

5. That we give our support to a bill that will prohibit the 
sale of narcotic habit forming drugs, except through proper and 
legitimate channels under proper supervision, protecting the pub 
lic with as little hardship as possible to the dealer. 

6. That work in the Sherman anti-trust law be continued as 
previously recommended by this association. 
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7. That the sale of intoxicating liquors, whether medicinal 
or compounded, for beverage purposes, should be entirely 
divorced from the practice of pharmacy, and that it is the duty 
of members of the N. A. R. D. to give their cfforts to the ac 
complishment of this end 

8. That we recognize the propriety and justice of such proper 
regulative measures as may be necessary to prevent the surrep 
titious sale of alcoholic liquids for beverage purposes under the 
disguise of medicinal or pharmaceutical compounds, and that the 
members of the No A. R. D. give their aid and support toward 
the enactment and enforcement of all just laws for this purpose.

Report of the Committee on Telephones. 





The report of the Telephone Committee of your association for the 
past year is one of the actual results accomplished and of actual improve 
ment im conditions and profit brought about im many parts of the country. 
Searcely a week nas passed without correspondence from druggists in some 
city asking information about the telephone question Active work has 
been done through the association and its organizers and oflicers whereby 
druggists m oa considerable number of the larger cities have been shown 
how to make a profit’ out of telephone service instead of a loss Since 
November among the more important of these places are Dayton, Akron, 
Columbus and Toledo, Ohio; St. Paul and Minneapolis, Minn.; Dallas, 
Tex.; New Orleans, La Pittsburgh, Pa, and Wheeling, W. Va 

It has taken vears of work, and hard wotk, te show the druggists 
that a telephone message is a commodity which they may sell at a profit 
just like anything else Better than most commodities, it requires no 
investment, the stock does not become antiquated or spoil on your hands, 
and a reasonable profit is always there if good accommodation is given 
There is no more reason for giving away telephone messages than tooth 
brushes In nearly all of the larger cities our members have tound this 
out and are making a substantial profit: from their telephone In a few 
cities the old fear that the competitor will give away service and thereby 
get some trade seems to linger, but really this amounts to nothing We 
have found out that the public will pay five cents for a telephone call if 
a good telephone with a booth or similar accommodations for privacy and 
good attendance are furnished The druggist makes more from a telephone 
call than trom anything else he sells Iie invests nothing in it in the 
first place and ru no risk Selling telephone calls is just like selling 
anything else It a culstomer is pore. Merete. waited upon and gets good 
service he will come again, and, more than this, he will patronize our stores 
in other lines If he gets no attention and bad accommodations he will go 
somewhere clsc 

The situation has been complicated in some cities because there are 
two telephone companies, One of them is willing to install long distance 
telephones with booths and slot machines The other will not do this, 
although it can be done by any telephone company The result is the 


druggist goes on paying an annual rent for both telephone s and gets noth 
ing for the rendered All that is necessary tn such a case is for 
a majority of the stores in town to say that they will have slot telephones 
only and the telephone company will come to time quickly enough Why 
druggists do not get together and act together in this matter to free them 
sclves from telephone expense and annoyance ts one of the things hard to 
find out 

Another great point is that where we have slot telephones in our stores

we are for the first time getting adequate incoming service so our 
customers who want to order goods can get us by telephone when they 
wish With the old flat rate, free for all telephone, our lines were busy 
from morning to night and no one could get us While these bad cond 


tions continue to exist in many cities and towns they are gradually being 
bettered When druggists anywhere write to the Telephone Committee we 
immediately get in touch with the local telephone company and association 
organizer in that town, and in no case have we failed to bring about 
results which have meant profit and good telephone service to druggists 
The telephone companies are ready to meet us on a basis of live and let 
live They sell us calls af such rates as leave us a fair profit on the calls 
sold to the public We druggists have the best locations for telephone 
stations. The telephone companies know it and the public know it It is 
hardly necessary to put out a sign so general is the public knowledge that a 
public telephone is to be found in every drug store in this country Let 
us everywhere take advantage of this situation, Give the public good atten 
tion and good accommodation Get a fair profit on the message we sell 
and we shall make more money from telephone calls with less risk and 
investment than for any one thing handled over our counters.

FIFTH SESSION. 
Wednesday Afternoon 
Dr. Kebler Speaks for Agricultural Department. 

In an interesting address the feature of the afternoon session 
Dr. L. F. Kebler, chief of the Drug Division of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the United States Department of Agriculture at 
Washington, D. C., stated that if the suggestions in) President 
Elkin’s annual address were carried out no pure food law would 
be necessary. Then he told of the work of the Government in 
inspecting carefully all imported drugs at New York. ‘We have 
met with many difficulties im carrying on our work,” said he. 
Many of the imported articles are of an inferior quality. and 
are not pure. Even the Government books are not at all times 
correct, but an effort is now being made to remedy the mistakes 
as far as they are discovered. Some of the opinions in- the 
various books of pharmacy are out of date and behind the times 
by the time they are read. ‘This is due to progress 


An Interstate Anti-Narcotic Law Needed. 

The nareotic law next occupied the attention of the speaker 
“We need an anti-narcotic law dealing with interstate commerce 
This is giving us more trouble at present than anything else.” 
The use of morphine and opium and the drug habit in general 
was denounced by him. In conelusion Dr, Kebler discussed the 
sale of alcohol. Tle said that two articles were being distributed, 
one of which was marked “Commercial Alcohol” of an inferior 
quality, and the pure aleohol which was up to the standard re 
quired by the pharmacopcvia, 

President Elkin voiced the sentiments of the entire convention 
in thanking him for his splendid address. He asserted that the 
delegates were indebted to Dr. Kebler and they were assured 
of his hearty co-operation. 

The report of the Committee on the United States Pharma 
copeeia and National Formulary was probably the most important 
report that was presented Wednesday afternoon, This was es 
tablished by the convention of 1908 at Atlantic City, and has for 
its purpose the standardizing of drugs and preparations listed in 
the two books. The movement is said to have been the incep 
tion of the passage of the National Pure Food and Drugs Act, 
and the beginning of the war against patent and secret formula 
medicines and preparations which has been taken up by many of 
the leading periodicals of the United States 

Resolutions expressing the good will of the association to 
Thomas Vicker Wooten, formerly secretary of the organization, 
and Simon N. Jones, formerly a member of the executive com 
mittee, were presented, The resolution states that the services of 
these two efficient officers were relinquished with much regret

The excellent results accomplished and the details of the work 
of the committee on U.S. PL and N. Ff. Propaganda of the Na 
tional Association of Retail Druggists, through the Department 
of U.S. Po and N. FL Propaganda Work, during the last year 
were set forth m the report of this committee read at this organ 
ization’s annual meeting. This report reviewed the resolutions 
instructing the executive committee to establish the department 
and to promote this work on national lines, and then showed 
how these resolutions had been fulfilled to the letter. It ex 
plained how the department had been created and how FF. W 
Nitardy had been appointed director of it, but had been succeed 
ed by Otto FE. Bruder, of Chicago, after Mr. Nitardy had been 
appointed Assistant Food Commissioner of the state of Colorado 
This report likewise mentioned the appointment of the Na 
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tional Committee on U.S. P. and N. F. Propaganda, and reiter- 
ated the National U.S. Po and N. FB. propaganda plan, which 
was submitted to and approved by both executive and propa- 
ganda committees and made public on November 19, 1908. This 
plan included the scheme for circularizing, for each member 
whose 1900 dues were paid, two doctors with ten letters each, 
the same to be sent in January, February, March, April, May, 
June, September, October, November and December, and to be 
accompanied by such pamphlets, circulars or other literature as 
deemed advisable by the committee. It also included the publi 
cation of such letters in N. A. R. D. Notes 
embodied a copy of the first propaganda letter sent to physicians,

which was mailed on January 27, and mentioned that it was ac- 
companied with three preparations and an epitome entitled “Some 
Important U. S. P. and N, I 
which appeared in Notes on February 11, 1900, also was included

Recommendations of the Committee on Resolutions. 


“That all parcels post bills continue to receive the vigorous 
opposition of the retail drug trade and members of Congress 
be pledged previous to their election to defeat this proposed 
measure. 

“That we give our support to a bill that will prohibit the 
sale of narcotic habit-forming drugs, except through proper and 
legitimate channels under proper supervision, protecting the pub- 
lic with as little hardship as possible to the druggist.

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NEW COMBINE OF RETAIL DRUG STORES PLANNED. 


United Drug Consumers’ Company, Operating Through Financial 
Agents in New York, Proposes to Obtain a Chain of Estab- 
lished Stores in All the Leading Cities of the Country, Giving 
Stock and Interest in the Business to Present Proprietors. 


A scheme for the acquisition of a chain of retail drug stores 
already established and doing a moderate business of their own 
is now being promoted by a new corporation known as_ the 
United Drug Consumers’ Company, which is backed by a number 
and financial interests 
whose names are being withheld until the company’s plans have 


At least two hundred proprictors of phar- 


f experienced druggists by powerful 
cen consummated, 
macies in New York have been approached by the agents of this 
company, the Continental Finance Company, of No. 25 Broad 
street, within the last fortnight and have had the proposition to 
sell their stores to the contemplated combine submitted to them, 
but up to date no one has been able to ascertain the identity of 
the backers of the enterprise. 

The Continental Finance Company, which isan eminently re- 
spectable and strong financial concern, refuses point blank to dis- 
close the names of its principals, but it is suspected in some 
quarters of the drug trade that they represent the Hegeman or 
Hf. Hl. Flagler interests or possibly the Riker interests, although 
all of these deny that they have any connection with the pro 
posed combine. 

The United Drug Consumers’ Company has been incorporated 
under the laws of New York with a nominal capital of $1,000 and 
expects to effect a permanent organization with a capital stock 
of about $1,000,000 within the near future. A few proprietors of 
retail stores in New York City have signified their willingness to 
become associated with the consolidation proposed by the United 
Drug Consumers’ Company, but many others have refused to 
consider the proposal, which involves payment for the stores in 
stock and a contract for the management of the business by the 
present proprietors for a period of three years. It also is under- 
stood that some new stores also will be opened by the company. 

The plan for purchasing existing retail drug stores includes 
the acquisition of their stock and fixtures, subject to existing 
liens and incumbrances thereon, and payment for these assets at 
their appraisal value in the United Drug Consumers’ Company's 
7 percent. preferred stock at par, the amount of such stock to be 
limited to the aggregate of such appraisal values and the amount 
of cash working capital supplied, the owner to continue to man- 
age his store for at least three years at an agreed salary, to be 
based upon his average net profits for the previous three years 
plus a percentage of: the increased profits. Briefly, the owner 
withdraws his cash capital, exchanges his stock and fixtures for 
the company’s 7 percent. preferred stock, and retains the man- 
agement of his store for at least three years on an agreed salary. 

The officers of the Continental Finance Company, which is 
acting as agent for the United Drug Consumers’ Company, are 
Thomas Sturgis, president; Joseph J, O’Donohue, jr., vice-presi- 
dent, and Thomas B, When 
questioned about the plan of the United Drug Consumers’ Com- 
pany, Mr. Adams said: “The scheme, in brief, is to purchase 
such retail stores as have a moderate business, but are handi- 
capped in their operations by lack of working capital. This 
working capital will be supplied by the United Drug Consumers’ 
Company, and its chain of stores will prosper as a result of hav

Details of the Surtax. 

The new alcohol law empowers the Federal Council to ex 
empt from the tax pure alcohol used in public hospitals and sim 
ilar institution, also in scientific colleges. On October 1, when thi 
law goes into effect, all dutiable aleohol and spirits out of bond will 
be taxed an extra difference of 8'4 cents per litre—-i. ¢., the in 
crease over the present duty levied. Licensed retailers will, how 
ever, be allowed to deduct from their stock 20 litres, and “other 
heads of households” not more than 1o litres, will be exempted 
from paying this surtax. The method of levying this surtax is 
interesting.

Greetings were received from the National Association of 
Wholesale Druggists through L. N. Brunswick, of Los Angeles, 
and from the National Association of Retail Druggists through 
FE.

William J. Baird, for many years manager of the New York 
house of Powers & Weightman, wholesale druggists, died sud- 
denly on September 3 while visiting his daughter, Mrs, Herman 
Meyer, at Old Forge, in the Adirondacks. He was in his eighty- 
second year. He was born in Philadelphia. He gained his edu- 
cation from private tutors and extensive travel abroad. His first 
business connection was with the Philadelphia drug house of 
Wetherill & Brothers. In 1869 he became manager of the Powers 
& Weightman house and held the place until four years ago. Mr. 
Baird was for many years a member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. At one time he belonged to the Odd Fellows, and at the 
time of his death he was the oldest member of the Philadelphia 
lodge of Masons. He is survived by two children, Mrs. Herman 
Meyer and William Raimond Baird, editor of the Beta Theta Pi 
Magazine and publisher of “Baird’s Manual of College Frater- 
nities.”
